This

ner rear where that bridge crosses 
the Riv er. 
The bridge has been under con­ 
struction almost a whole y ear. 
That 
stream is perhaps one of the hardest 
to span, according to its size, in 
West Tex as, especially at that point. 
The contractors hav e been forced to 
go deeper than was ex pected at first, 
to find a footing for the foundation. 
Then there were sev eral delay s be­ 
cause of high water and material 
and machinry being lost. 
But the bridge is finished, and per­ 
haps in a few day s the abutments 
will be built up and trav el will be­ 
gin its trek and throughout the ages 
to come, unless an earthquake shakes 
it down, trav el will continue to go 
north and south. 
A modern concrete 
bridge is supposed to last as long as 
the Double Mountain that hav e stood 
guard ov er Stonewall 
County 
and 
this part of the great West since the 
day s the Dinosaur roamed the gulch­ 
es and swamps on the edge of a 
great sea. 
The Brazos 
Riv er has been the 
dread of trav el since the Indians 
camped up and down its bed. 
It was 
the jinks of the old timer ranchman, 
y et it sometimes prov ed their sal­ 
v ation in time of drouth. 
But from 
here out the passage of that Riv er 
will be like gliding along Fifth Av e­ 
nue. 
Not a jar, not a toe wet, may ­ 
be a whiff of sand will mar the trav ­ 
eler, but that brige will be a last­ 
ing anchorage. 
It is reported that a BIG JUBILEE 
is to be held betw'een Hamlin and 
Aspermont in keeping with the mo­ 
mentous 
accomplishment.

Do y ou shut out healthful fresh air from y our home during winter months bv keep­ 
ing all windows tig htly closed? You wouldn’t consider doing such a thing in summer, 
now would y ou? 


It is especially important to keep the air of y our home fresh and pure during 
winter. Under the artificial conditions of winter indoor life, heav y demands are made 
on the ox y g en supply of y our home. In the first place an adult breathes about 360 
cubic feet of air ev ery 24 hours. In addition to this, the heater in the room takes a 
larg e supply of ox y g en from the air because fuel will not burn without ox y g en. Both 
the heater and the occupants of the room are consuming the air. Therefore, it becomes 
doubly important during winter to introduce a reasonable amount of fresh air from 
the outside so that the air y ou breathe will be pure as well as warm and comfortable. 
Incidentally , fresh air is easier to heat than ’’stale” air. 


When open flame heaters are used ex clusiv ely it is of utmost importance to 
hav e adequate v entilation and a circulation of heated air, if healthful conditions are 
to ex ist. Proper v entilation should be prov ided throug h window opening s, and pure 
warmed air should be kept circul a ting throug h c on n e c tin g doors of all rooms. 
America’s Public Health Enemy Number One, the common cold g erm, finds a fertile 
field in an inadequately heated and poorly v entilated home. 


A simple method of prov iding a constant circulation of fresh air is to o p en th e 
win d o w n ea rest th e h ea ter in ea ch ro o m slig h tly a t th e to p a n d b o tto m. 
This permits 
fresh, ox y g en-laden air to replace the products of combustion caused by breathing 
and by the fuel burning in the room. The ov erheated air which rises to the ceiling 
circulates to other parts of the room and a more healthful air condition is the result. 


Guard the health of y our family this winter with proper v entilation and ade­ 
quately w armed fresh air in ev ery room in the house. It’s a simple precaution in 
combating the common ’’cold” .
